It is true that the “ platforms ” 
of Messrs. Harding and Cox have been 
amended in such a way as to become 
almost as identical as two peas; but whon 
the election is over “ platforms ” will be 
forgotten. The real issue is between the 
Wilson scheme for the regeneration of the 
world and the Republican counterpart. If 
Mr. Cox becomes President, America will 
finish the task which she began three and 
a half years ago. She will join the League 
of Nations—on conditions bien entendu; 
she will help the lame dogs of Europe and 
Asia over the formidable stiles which stand 
between them and happiness ; and she will 
sink her national prejudices in the prosecu- 
tion of a great ideal. If Senator Harding 
wins, on the other hand, America will 
devote most of her energy and resources 
to the service of her own affairs. Europe 
and the world may, or may not, get what 
is left, but the Republican policy is to 
interfere as little as possible in other 


completely out of the hurly-burly of this 
wicked world. So far as the British people 
are concerned, they would prefer, naturally, 
a Democratic victory; but they are quite 
prepared for Senator Harding’s triumph. 
There has been a great deal of loud talk 
during the election campaign, and anti- 
British propaganda has been used indis 
criminately by both parties. The British 
‘people, however, recognise that their bond 
with America is too strong to be broken, 
or even harmed, by political catch-words.’

The betting in favour of Senator Harding 
is guoted in New York as about five to 
one. Twelve States of the Union, it 
appears, will vote solidly for Mr. Cox, 
nineteen will vote for Senator Harding, 
and seventeen are doubtful. Mr. Cox’s 
States send 136 delegates to the Electoral 


Senator Harding's States send 253, and 
the doubtful States send 142. Therefore, 
in order to win, Mr. Cox will need to 
capture every one of the seventeen waver- 
ing States—a feat which consensu omnium 
is next to impossible. Of course, there 
always is the element of chance, and there 
also is Mr. Eugene Debs. Either of these 
factors may exert a large influence on the 
result of the election. Mr. Debs is a 
convict. He also is the Socialists’ candi- 
date for the White House. That he has 
no chance of success is clear, but he 
will poll a large number of votes, 
and every vote cast for him will 
be one less for either Mr. Cox or 
Senator Harding. Mr. Debs is a more 
striking personality than either of the 
chief candidates. His policy seems to be 
a pot-pourri of the ideas of Parsival and 
Mr. Jim Larkin, and is very attractive 
in many people's eyes, The fact that he 
is in gaol undoubtedly will help his can- 
didature in many quarters, and competent 
observers predict that he will poll as 
many as tliree million votes. While, there- 
fore, Senator Harding's election is highly 
probable, it is not certain. There are 
millions of voters—especially -women—in 
America who do not care twopence about 
the League of Nations or foreign affairs of 
any kind. They Are deeply interested in 
the cost of living and kindred subjects, 
and may express their dissatisfaction with 
both great political parties by voting as a 
protest for Mr. Debs. Whatever happens, 
however, one thing is certain. The result 
of to-day’s election will set the course of 
international politics for the next fifty 
years. Four years hence the League of 
Nations either will be in working order or 
it will be dead and buried. Consequently, 
if America intends to join it at all, she 
must join it now.
